Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 13. — State- 
wide prohibition being shelved, it is 
believed that during the remaining 

twenty-flve days of the present ses- 
sion the wheels of legislation will 
grin l riii)l(lly. A liundred or more 
nieisure.-i are in the orders of tli" 
day in the House, and if something 
unforseen does not occur to distract 
the attention of the memberst these 
bills can Iw desposed of In compara- 
tively short order. With the excep- 
tion of the ("rowe nicUHure, pei'kini; 
to place tr?ei)h(i]ie. tfli Kraph. cxjircisj 
and steamboat companies under the 
supervision of the State Railroad 
Commission, practically all the Ad- 
ministration Mils Intrbdnced to date 
have passed the lower branch of the 
General As.-^emhly. It is iMoValile 
that the Cro-.ve bill will ho acteii up- 
on this wi'cU. 

All hope for the enactment of a 
comprehensive tax law during tii<- 
present session has been abandoned, 
work of drafting a tax bill not hav- 
ing been even started. William \. 
Perry, of Louisville, chairman ol" t'le 
iIous(> Conmiittei' on Iti vrmi,. and 
Taxation, has hvon unable to get his 
committee togetlK r to work on such 
a bill as yet, many of the eommittee- 
maa having been occupied by other 
mattera that haT^jeoasnmed all their 
time. As a result there is persistent 
talk of an extra session, for the con- 
sideration of a revenue measure 
only, to he called, maybe, tka early 
part of next January. 

The House Committee that sat la 
the ' impeachment proceedings in- 
stituted against Judge J. E. Wil- 
liams, of McCreary county, probably 
will make its report, recommending 
his Impeaciinit-nt, Monday or Tues- 
day, and If the majority report Is 
concurred In by the House member- 
ship the Senate will be called upon 
to sit as a high eoart in the ease. F. 
M. White, of Marion county, the 
lone Iti publican member of the Im- 
peacliment Committee, will submit 
a minority report, roconuiiending 
that the c!i,iri;i s again-t .Iii.Il'o Wil- 
liams, Who Is a Republican, be dis- 
missed. 

Within the next few days, it Is 
said, there will be Introduced In the 
House «!icl a': •dislrlrting liiH 

that will ti, -1 ;i ,'■(,. ,1 by DciiioMMts 
ami Ucinihliii'iis aM';e. Although it 
may not bo everything that the Re- 
publieaas could wlsh.tt will ke some- 
thing of a eoncession on 'the part of 
the Democrats, giving to the Repub- 
licans more represj-ntatlon In the 
General Assembly than, they have 
ever had before.

Washington, Feb. 11. — Secretary 
Oarrison has resigned from the Cab- 
inet because President Wilson de- 
clined to insist without ( oiiiiivn'ii-"' 
upon t!!e r.doptlon of the coni iiien - 
nl ariiiV plan by Conirre«K. Tlie ree- 
igiiatioii wug tender( (1 mid aroepted 
yesteril ly, and with Jlr. (larrison, 
the Assistant Secretary of War, Hen- 
ry 8. Breckinridge, also left the ser- 
vice 01 (lovenlmont. 

To-il IV ilie preuldent "nd-; lili<!.""lr 
l>ei8oii.ii!y ill ciruur nf tlie Adiiiiais- 
tratlon's plans for strengthening the 
army and working out a ^definite 
military policy. He has not select- 
ed a successor to Mr. Oarrison. and 
It is retarded as iiroliable that even 
after tli > new licad of tin- War l)i'- 
paiti'iriii is naineil. tin- l'r(>sideii*. 
who had made a careful study ot the 
problem, will continue to handle the 
iireparedness plans to a great extent 
himself. 

Tlie ;.:i?ont; for Secrc-tary Oarri- 
son's r' -innatioii and its acceptance 
by the I'resid.'tit are disclosed in 
lengthy correspondence made public 
between them. The correspondence 
revealed that while the Secretary left 
the Cabinet principally because the 
President would not "irrevocatiiy" 
support tile eoiitinenial nri.iy I'lan, 
hl.s olMiositioii to the Adiiiinistra- 
tinn's iiropia'M for settling a Ueliuite 
time for I'ilipino lndei>endence, us 
outlined in Senator Clarke's amend- 
ment to the Philippine bill, was an 
importaat factor. The Secretary 
characterised tlie amendment as "an 
ahaiidonment of the duty of this na- 
tion and a breach of trust for the 
Flllpinoa." 

Secretary Oarrison contended that 
only a Federal continental army, In- 
stead of a r. CO.:!!!/ il X itioiKiKJuard, 
could lie tlie iu.mp Hilary dei'end- 
enee of the Cdunliy. wliilc the I'rc-- 
Ident contended lliat uo one plar. 
could be fofced upon Congress. It 
was upon these two contentions that 
the break betweep the President and 
Secretary of War came. Mr. Garri- 
son considered relianc > upon the 
mllilia for nationid di l-'iisr an "uiv- 
ji'stillablo imiierlliiij; ot tlie nation's 
iiatoty." 

Assistant Secretary Ureckinridge, 
who diared Secretary darrison's 
views, reslgaad becau.se of loyalty to 
his chief. His resignation also was 
acce)ited. 

'■ Althougli the ri sisnation of .Sec- 
retary of War ^rrlson came as a 
surprise. to those outside the Admin- 
istration's Inner eircle. It was not 
unlooked for by those intimately ac- 
quainted with White House and War 
Deiiartmcnt alTair.s. 'I'lie correapoad- 
ence that has pa^:sl■d lictween Secre- 
tary Carrison aad l'ri'.-,iiient Wilson 
In the last few weeks clearly ludl- 
eatee that Mr. Garrison has been dis- 
contentai wttk his berth far some 
time. 

Mr. Garrison told friends here 
that he was out of iiolltlcs for "Kood 
and all," and it was lii.^ Inteiitioti to 
return to private life end take up hu 
bnaiaeaa dntiee where he left otf be- 
fore ha waa appointed to the Preal- 
dent's OaMael. 

Those close to the President say 
iliat this was not the first time Mr. 
(iarii.-^ou had p!aii!ieil to surrender 
his portfolio. They say that on at 
least three other occasions the Sec- 
retary al War cUaked with the Pres- 
Ideat OS sdailBlatraHw soaattons, 
and that a hotslf kid MfUded 
as inevitable. 

The reHignalion of Ilciiry 8. 
HreckiiirldKu, of Ke!ilu('k>. as As- 
.sistaiit StH'retary of War caused lit- 
tle cowSMnt here. He ba» followed 
the paUalss at Secretary Garrison 
eoaaistafftly. and whaa Ma shlat of- 
fered his redgaayaa Mr. ■vaekln- 
ridge loot no tlma Iff tsUag similar 
action.

shoe la('*nl-.\. Ill' Was 'levi'C rei|Uir- 

ed to wi'ar siripes, aid. did not eat 
his meals wiiii the other prisoners, 
being allowed to have them served 
to him in the hospital. Wing was 
allowed his liberty about the prison 
grounds. On the day of his i'si a]ie. 
when tlie time came to close tlie 
cates of the prison.

However, 
it was afterwards learned that he 
went to Owensboro. where he called 
on two or three of his friends and 
then ief for Canada.

Hi' retiiriii'd to 
Cincinnati and surrendered to the 
authorities and asked to be taken 
back to Frankfort, saying he waa 
Weary of wandering about the conn- 
try. 

Wing, who Ig about flfty-slx yeara 
of aRe. during the paM lew nionths 
decided that lie deserved a parole. 
He urKed that he volimiarily ri turn- 
ed to prison, and also said that there 
wag not a man serving a sentence in 
the prison who was there when ha 
began serving hia term. 

It is understood that former War- 
den (1 'orRe Ciiiiin h.is illeriMl Win:^ 
a home on his farm near Harrod^- 
Imri; and that he will so there to 
live. 

Bert Wing's career la known all 
over Kentucky eepeclally in the

«UBSed In the papers of the State, the 
•ane people are asking ttaemselres 
snd other pooplc quentlonn. Some of 
them are askinK, "If the offlre Is takiui 
out of polUlcB anil he Ih to succeed 
lilmseir, wHI ho be appointed by a 
board or will he be elected, and how?" 
Others are-anklnK, "But If he Is allow- 
ed to succeed himself In office mlKlitn't 
a shrewd fellow get in and stay In for 
«ver and ever?" These questions are 
the ones which every sane taxpayer 
and voter in the State should ask hlm- 
aelf. 

Before answorlnfi: these very polpt- 
ed qnostlons for the sane people of 
the State, it should be stated, and 
atated emphatically, that people every- 
where are extremely anxious to xet the 
•chools and the whole school system 
out of politics. The point which both- 
ers the parent and voter Is: what Is 
the best method bo that doflnito re- 
aiilts will be accomplished? If the 
legislature which convenes this win- 
ter should pass favorably on the 
amendment cllminntins the name, 
"Stat-e Superintendent of Public In- 
etructlon," from the Constitution, it 
would still havi" to lie voted ui)oii by 
the people of the State at ii rcuular 
election.. After the ainendnicnt liad 
been |)asKtul both by the legisla- 
ture and the people, the matinor ot se- 
lecting or electing a superintendent 
would be taken np Iqr th* laglttotart 
of the State. 

If the people actlnR thro'trb their 
representatives in the leRislature, still 
Wlahed to olgct the State Superintend- 
■ant, it could be done on an "off year" 
<wben no State offlcers were being 



elected. In other words, it would not 
then be possible for him to be swept 
into office because he happened to be 
on the Republican or Democratic 
ticket. To make the necessity for an 
election at other than a roKular Stnin 
election clear, It need only be stati^l 
that nine out of every ten men who 
go to the polls, never know even thn 
names of the men who are running for 
the office of State Superintendent. If 
anyone donbts the absolute accuracy 
of this statement, he should ask him- 
self and nine other men the names of 
the two men for whom the people
